III. JURISDICTION AND VENUE

TRIC Tools, Inc. has complied with the statutory requirement of placing a notice of the 
Letters Patent on equipment it manufactures and sells. 

(9) 

TRIC Tools, Inc. has given RAM Hydraulic Manufacturing, LLC written notice of its 
infringement of TRIC Tools, Inc.'s patents.
